How's vour record doing: "Oh, its sagging” "1 didn't even know we had a record 
oat. Ne-its doing grand. It's doing excellent. We did what we wanted, we thought 
we'd de something no one would expect, Like be "live’, so people can say ‘Oh, 
these yuivs are dicks min, they got a little recording of people yelling® bat 
we really did it. We thought we'd do something new and as usual, the close 
minded people could'nt handle it.” 

What happened at the show with MISSING PERSUNS?: “We blew them off the staye!" 
"No doubt about it." "There was everyone there, bikers, rockabillies, punks.. 
“Girls with leopard skirts and zebra t-shirts wearing wrap around sun glasses 
going ‘ooohhbh!', It was a good show, the best I ever played." “Yeah, it made 

us feel like something. We were there on time, we got money, we got fed, we 

got treated like kings, our parents yot to go..." “Missing Persons would'nt even 
talk to us." “The fucking drummer would'nt even let me use his hairspray. He 

was a dick" "He's a prick, he's a fag, he really is. First of all, they were 

two hours late on their sound check and we had to do ours in front of people 
and then he had the balls after being two hours late, cos he had to xo to his 
connection to score coke so his wife could make it and she could pass out on 
staye and need oxygen-(burst of laughter)- she did, she did." “He came by me 
and she goes 'Oh, I'm really sorry we took so lon and he's all *oooohhh’ - 
little pansy guy and oh, but we got off the stage and their guitar player was 
eryin, he was like going (show's us his expression)'God, why did we let these 
people play'. eah, he's sitting there like a fucking dog that lost his bone™ 
“and some Ol-boy comes up there drunk off his ass and punches the guy ‘Hey man, 
it's cool, we know ya suck but just go out there and do it'.” “These guys, they 
expect us to go out there and they were being rock stars, they show up in their

But I drink, I do dangerous chemicals, I 
pollute my temple of God with drugs and I feel that if, they sav that God'll 
forgive a murderer." “He pays for it" "He'll forgive a murderer, so fuck, he'll 
forgive me. 1 didn't kill anyone.” "Who cares that she was only nine vears old 
Spence?!!!" *laugh* 


About the'beginniny': "Me and Kerry hung out together, ok? And T graduated high 
school and Kerry was still in h.s. and we hung out and he turned me on to punk 
rock-the whole thing-this was 1979. I listened to it a little bit but’ [ wasn't 
really into it and he really turned me on to everthing all the bands man. We 
were into Buzzcocks...everything. We started a band called the ‘EXECUTORS’ 

and the whole time Denny and Bobby were in bands, since I've been in fucking 
sixth grade, these guys've always been in a fucking band together and when we 
went to high school I never saw'em again. Me and Kerry started this band (the 
Executors)" You didn't sing then: "No, I plaved the bass, then one day I went 
to Kerry's house after the EXECUTORS disolved and he had these Quys and epey 
were over there and we started a band and they wanted to call it really evil 
Names and t've always been kinda more, | didn't know it | wanted to be in the 
punk scene and yet bottles thrown at me. That Kinda thing so, instead o 

calling it Like um, 666, of Armegedon or bevils Advocates. Well, 1 said why 
not SHATTERED FAITH, Like positive/nesative things so that's how 1} yor che 
name, it's just there, ft means whatever, Like BLIND FAITH, of TRON BUTTERFLY- 
heavy but Light- Not the whole band has a religious, | don't know maybe | do, 
mavbe To just talk about it cos I'm afraid of it. i'm afraid to sav otherwise. 
Have you ever heard of the TTXADUX?" “We never heard of them “I have they sell 
a sound like Jethro Tull met Chuck.....from BLACK FLAG." 


What dees your mom think of it?: "My mom, she loves the song FINAL CONFLICT, 
one of our radist songs, beat wise, but she loves the words, they mean a lot 
so she thinks is neat! My parents are, well my mom is 60 and my dad is 65!" 


This came trom the depths of Spencers mind: x-bass player, Paul, beat me 
up. I've been beaten up by everyone whose come trough this band. Our x-drummer 
Richard, the one who was killed in the car accident, threatened to kill me and 
my wirlfriend. He came over and pulled this really expensive, exotic plant out 
of our front yard. It's this Chinese Bonzai tree, from Singapore. I'm sitting 
there, stoned and high with my girlfriend watching Gilligans Island and all 

the sudden this guy breaks the door down and tells me he's yonna kill me with 
this Bonzai tree, I'm just sittiny there woing ‘ohhhh, why me’. First, he threw 
a stapler down and said I broke it, that where it started. We like you guys 
thats why we're here on time!" 


Another insight by Spencer: "I'd like to take this band and make a mark cos 
1 figure-personally-if we quit, just went home, in say three months there 
would never be printed again: the words SHATTERED FAITH a n. I think every- 
one'd just forget about us. Don't listen to me man. I'm drinking. I don't 
know what I'm talking about."

Their individual pasts have led them through such bands 
as Felix and the Kats, D.I.'s, Gears, Levi & the 
Rockats, Cytron etc. Front man Guy Hemmer, reflects 

on his time with Levi Dexter: "I was with Levi and em 
the Rockats when I got my first taste of rock & roll. 
I had been playing cover bands in Kentucky and all the 
usual stuff, til around March '80. Then I started 
thinking about what I really wanted to do with music 
Levi's manager had scammed some deal and were able to 
do some big concert in Houston with Aerosmith or 

Ted Nugent or someone like that, anyway, they had been 
on CBS's tab and acquired like a $3,000.00 bill in 
just two days. They took off and headed East til 

they got to KY and ran out of money. That's when I 

met them. We actually formed the Rockats in NY. We 
wound up splitting due to management problems. There 
was a personal manager and a business manager. They 
were continually fighting for possesion of the band. 
It wasn't fun anymore, it was insane, so we just went 
our separate ways. I still see Levi every now and then 
out here and we talk. The Rockats are still in New York tho. 


From there Guy went to the D.I.'s but again there were major 
musical disagreements, so he answered an ad for the band 
Cytron. "Michael was in it, looking for a guitar player so 
I called them up. It was completely different from anything 
I had ever done before in my life. I wanted to see what it 
was like to play fast. I was in the band six to eight weeks 
when we did a show at the Troubador, and it was right after 
that show that I decided to talk to Michael and I said 
"Look, I'm leaving and I'm going back to doing what I was 
doing before." and he said he kinda liked the stuff I did 
and he had some songs so we got together and invited David 
(the drummer) along for the ride. Then we took out an ad 
and got Mark". 


David points out that it worked so smoothly because approxi- 
matly three weeks before Guy joined Cytron, they had all 
talked about splitting up the band to form three new ones. 
Apparently, everybody was doing his own style (at the same 
time) and it didn't work. Despite the talent each person 
had. Michael told us it was a "weird, cosmic, mind trip" 
anyway, that what the managers had told him it would be. 

I was just so burned out on drums (from the Normal) that 

I wanted to play bass and I wanted to do my songs. I didn't 


a deal 


want to be a sideman. Which is what it seemed 
like. They wanted to do heavy metal and I was 
into "hardcore’ punk. It was like a step down for 
me to play with them." 


David had been doing studio work as well as club 
work with bands like the P.P.'s, where he 

opened for people like Eddie Money and Devo. 

David remained with F-Beat, through the recording 
of our compilation, but shortly afterward, decided 
to split. Their new drummer 'Tequila Vic', works 
very well with their music, and is fantastic 

live. 


Mark had been in his own band, Blue Chair, for 

‘a while before breaking his finger. At that 

point he quit music altogether. "It was the 

perfect opportunity for me. Blue Chair had so 

many personnel changes that I had thought 

about quitting. Four months after the breakup 

(band and finger), Mark decided to give it 

another try with a fresh new band. He worked 

3 or 4 bands at a time til he could settle 

on one. Then he walked into a rehearsal of 

F-Beat's and found it. His first impression was 
that they were great as a three-piece. They 

said that everyone had told them this but that they 
were set on having four instead. This was the point 
that most sold them on Mark, "I said to myself 
there's some logic behind what these guys are 
doing. It cant be a bad move." so he joined. "Their ad mentioned a '50's style, I think

Tell us about S.V.D.B. 


‘This bands been together about a 


year. We've had several bands 

before this. We use to be called 

‘Red Alert', ‘Nun Hunters’, "Acc- 
upunk'...We were gonna use the 
"Foreskins’ a long time ago 

before the other ones came out 

but the guitar player we had was 

a sissy so that ended the ‘Foreskins'. 


What is $.V.D.B.? 


It means St. Vitas Dance Band but 

not really. The bands name is Just 
$.V.D.B. but thats the meaning of the 
letters. 


I've heard several other meanings for 
those letters...-. 


Yeah, someone called us ‘Some Valley 
Dick Band', another was ‘Severely 
Venerial Diseased Boys’. There's another 
band called St, Vitas and one called 

St. Vitas Dance. 


Someone should bill all three of you 
together. 


Yeah, S.V., S.V.D., & S.V.D.B.! 
Great, well, one's a heavy metal and the 


other is jast a real weak band, 


Why did you change your name from 
"Red Alert!? 


There's another band in the beach 
area called ‘Red Alert', but now 
they're something else, anyway 

about a yvoar aye, or two, we were 
billed to play a New Years Eve show 
with T.S.0.L. and the other band 
made such a stink we had to let them 
have the gig instead of us. But the 
show got cancelled anyway so I guess 
it worked out.

According to the band, Wurms are overlapping universes 
where you go from one demension to another, through Wurm 
holes.

I tried to get one but....Then I did this thing with PANICK which became BLACK FLAG, 
with Greg then. 

Eds I had taken off for Chicago at that point. 

Lou: I went to form a band "THE LOUIE MICHAEL HINSO BAND" ha. 

Chuck: Notice how he sort of rises offi the floor when he says that. Anyway, Ed came back 

from Chicago and ... here we are again. 

Lou: We just like playing together, that's basically it. We got back together for that reason.
